some bronze1 netting, atxint three feet 
in height, with highly polished brans 
wicket* for the «a*hier and paying and 
receiving teller*. The counter on the 
inside I* furnished with every modern 
convenience for the large and rapidly 
Increasing tiunlne** of the bank, and 
two handsome roller-top desk* of the 
name material a* the counter, one for 
the president and one for the cashier, 
occupy places within the enclosure. 


One of Herring A Co.'* latest im- 


proved fire and burglar proof vault* 
occupies the centre of the rear pan of 
the room,and form* the terminus of the 
counter. ltd Interior measurement* are 
9 feet long by <H feet wide ind 7 feet 
high. It I* made of high and low Hteel, 
welded and tempered on Bemimer steel. 
The plate* crow each other at right an- 
gles and the tempered plate* are bent 
at the corner*, thereby presenting no 
continuous joint* through the vault. 
The outside corner* are formed of an- 
gle-iron. The plates are fastened to- 
gether in the strongest manner possible 
by screw* of welded steel and Iron 
and 
tempered, 
and not 
a screw 


pas*es 
through 
all 
the 
plates. 


Its entrance is guarded by an inner 
or "day" door of open work and two 
massive outer door*. The middle door is 
two inches thick, of the same impene- 
trable metals as the vault, with twelve 
round steel bolts and a Dexter single 
lock of 1,000,000 changes. The outer 
door is three and a half inches In thick- 
ness and has twelve heavy steel bolts 
secured by a Dexter double lock of 
100,000.000 different combinations and a 
Sargent & Greenleaf time-lock. This 
vanlt is built out in the room with pas- 
sage space around and over it, and was 
put in place at a cost to the bank of 
about $10,000. 


Opposite the vault, to the right, is a 


door which opens into the directors' 
room. This room measures about 10x20 
feet and its finish and furnishings, like 
the main room, are in antique oak 
richly polished, and both rooms are 
provided with the combination light— 
gas and Edison's incandescent electric. 


With these improvements the ''Na- 


tional Bank of Rhode Island of New- 
port" certainly has the handsomest 
and best appointed quarters of any 
limilar institution in the city, if not in 
the state, and the only addition which 
we could suggest would be a tile or 
polished oak floor. 


The improvements to the building as 


a whole include, on the lower floor, a 
large handsome store in the north cor- 
ner, occnpied by Mr. A. B. Corbin, and 
plate-glass fronts for both this store 
and the bank; on the second floor, six 
large rooms for business offices; a two- 
story addition, 20x40 feet on the rear, 
and the whole heated by hot water. 


All the work was done by the day, 


Mr. C. H. I'eckham having charge of 
the general carpenter work and Mr. 
Robert Mclntosh of the mason work. 
The interior finish of the banking room 
was made by A. H.^Andrews & Co., of 
New York and Chicago, and Barker 
Bros., of this city, put in the hearing 
apparatus.

the Mayor, officially announcing the 
death of Mr. Wm. H. Bliss, executive 
officer of the Board of Health,was read 
and received. A communication from 
the same source, accompanied by an 
invitation from St. Joseph's T. A. So- 
ciety for the members of the City Coun- 
cil to review the procession on St. 
Patrick's Day, was read and received 
and the invitation accepted. 


The report of the committee on 


Street* and Highways was read and re- 
ceived and on its recommendation 
Charles street, between Marlboro' and 
North Baptist street*, was ordered re- 
paired and macadamized at a cost not 
to exceed $1200; the dock, near the 
.terminus of the Long Wharf sewer 
dredged at a cost not to exceed $500, 
Thames street relaid with .asphalt, 
from Waihington square to Franklin 
street, at a cost not to exceed $10,000. 
The committee on Street Lights report- 
ed, recommending one new gas lamp 
on West Broadway, two new naphtha 
lamps on Farewell street and one new 
gas lamp at the junction of Touro and 
Mt. Ternon streets; the report was re- 
ceived and recommendations granted. 
The report of • the Finance committee, 
that the several reports of the city treas- 
urer had been examined and found cor- 
rect, was read and received. On re- 
commendation of the committee on 
Fire Department two new firo alarm 
boxes were ordered placed, one at tho 
corner of Greenough place and Beach 
street, and one at the corner of Broad- 
way and Bedlow avenue, at a cost not 
to exceed $300 each, and the sale of 
the two hand fire engines now in the 
department at the best possible prices 
was authorized.

They are thus edu- 
cated and at the same time furnished 
with the usual and most convenient 
means of communication with the rest 
of the world. The advantages of such 
a method are apparent 


. This school is a part of our public 
school system and is free to nil resi- 
dents of the State. Provision is made 
for defraying the travelling expenses of 
those unable to bear that expense, so 
that the way is opened for all of ..the 
deaf to obtain an education.

morning at the advanced age of almos 
91 years. He was born on the 22d o 
March, 1797. He was cue second son o 
Emperor Frederick William III. and 
after the death of his father, while hli 
eldest brother was ruler, William dis- 
played his great generalship by taking 
successful control of the Gorman oi 
Prussian army. The Emperor in the 
course of his long reign has united 
under one strong government all the 
petty, states of Germany and has made 
the German Empire the most power- 
ful nation on the Globe. He has been 
a wise and conservative ruler and with 
the aid of his skillful lieutenant, Bis- 
marck, he lias built up a kingdom 


The new ottce of the Evening Union, 


at the corner of Main and Worth!ugton

The scene as the 
people began to drop or fall from the 
blazing windows was horrible. A shriek 
broke from the crowd as each of .the 
victim, fell into the streefbelow.

The first of these attacks cow

The cow 
is found down in her stall, helpless.nm 
•ometimea frenzied by the acute con 
•eatlon of the brain. The causes o 
the disease'are immaterial, the point to 
be considered ie how it can be prevent- 
ed. There is a most effective mean 
for sec'urine exemption, which is to 
feed the cow lightly and withhold grain 
food altogether for six weeks or i 
month before calving, and when thi 
period approaches to remove the cow 
from the stable to a separate room; 
stall, apart, by herself, where she i 
kept in quietude until completely re- 
covered from the change inner condi 
tion, which is wheu tbe milk has cnmc 
to its normal character and is fit foi 
use In the dairy. The other disorder 
garget, is BO closely allied to the milk 
fever that the same means of. proven 
tiori'ani 'equally effective for it, but if 
an attack should occur from any mm 
voldabj4"cause, it is cuickly overcome 
by the copious use of hot water fomen- 
tations, and the application of camphor- 
ated soap liniment with much geiitlo 
rubbing.

Care for Hone Disease. 


A citizen of Clayton, Kont countyt 
Delaware, "one who has owned many 
horses and never lost any by disease." 
writes to the Smyrna Times as follows: 
"It u too bad to see so many valua- 


ble hones dying of the disease called 
blihd-ataggers, when the cure is so 
aimple,- I never lost a case among my 
hoftes, or neighbors, when they tried 
it 
Sew around the animal's neck, just 


below the earl, a tight blanket, let it 
cover all the body and fall to the ground, 
so M to keep out all cool air. Put him 
in»close >hed, take an iron pot and 
put into it about half a gallon of good 
strong cider vinegar, put It under the 
horse then heat small pieces of iron red 
hot.and; give/him a vinegar sweat for 
about twenty minutes, take the pot out 
and rub him dry with woolen cloths, 
without taking off the blanket until he 
is free'from cold; then blanket him 
xafely and put him in a stall free from 
draught and he will feed lightly at 
once. I have tried rum for sweating, 
but H is not strong enough. The'dis- 
eaie-comes from the circulation of the 
blood being stopped, either by eating 
tome poisonous food or from being left 
out at nights when the fall weather 
^commences." 


Dr< .Thomas D. Young, the well- 


known veterinary surgeon of Media, 
Pa., in an interview with a representa- 
tive in the Chester Times, on being ask- 
ed to whatever name it la known, said: 
"Most cases I attribute it to badly ven- 
tilated stables, or in their close prox- 
imity .to something that effects the air 
the animals breathe. In one case in 
my experience a hog-pen adjoining the 
(table was ,th«.cause, and in another 
the air of tbe stable was poisoned from 
- - •' 
house overhead. | Farmers 
owuers should see that tho 


stables are always cleaned and ventilat- 
ed, for in this dread disease the ouuce 
of prevention is worth a whole pound 
of the traditional pound of cure." 


Rotation of Cropt, 


The importance of a judicious rota- 


tion of crops should not be ignored,not- 
withstanding the asserted ability of 
chemical fertilizers to supply all that is 
required for any crop for any number 
of years. Fertilizers are costly. A lib- 
eral application of them costs from $20 
to $40 per acre, and if this expenditure 
can bo spared by skillful management 
of tho soil so much money is saved, and 
that is equivalent to the earning of it— 
A crop of potatoes takes littlo of value 
from the soil, 25 per cent, of tho tubers 
only is solid matter, and of this less 
than 1 per cent, is mineral matter; but 
tbe vines contain nearly three times as 
much mineral matter as tho tubers,and, 
as these are left to decay upon the land, 
aud are turned under for the uext crop, 
it is evident that this crop has gather- 
ed a largo quantity of valuable mineral 
plant food from the soil, and has loft it 
in tbe most available shape-for tho fol- 
lowing crop. It has in fact changed so 
much inorganic mutter into organic 
substance and available plant food. A 


(largo part of this mineral matter is 


potash, which is much required by 
wheat, and hence we find wheat does 
very well after potatoes; this being due 
in part to the direct contribution of 
plant food from the preceding crop, 
and in part to the useful effect of the 
tillage. Glover adds nitrogen to the 
surface s*oil, bringing it, as the potato 
brings potash, from the subsoil, and 
thus both of these crops are usefully 
brought into a rotation. It is clear 
thit what is gained has not cost the 
farmer any money out of pocket. The 
remains of a good clover crop leave in 
the soil 180 pounds of nitrogen, worth 
(27 per acre. This value is the same 
to the farmer as so much artificial ni- 
trogen, and possibly in some cases sev- 
eral times more; hence is apparent the 
damage of a rotation of crops, selected 
for their beneficial effects upon the soil. 


A New Remedy for Lice. 


C. H. Solomon writes to the Ameri- 


can Poultry Journal: It is exceedingly 
exasperating to find one's poultry 
house full of lice aud with the occu- 
pants in the same'bad condition, after 
all tbe pains he has taken to prevent 
it, but such is often the case. It is not 
my intention in this communication to 
recite the oft-repeated advice which 
has been given over and over again, 
i. e., "burn sulphur and whitewash." 
I will give you a new as well as a valu- 
ble method for the destruction and ex- 
termination of that great scourge of the 
fowl house, which I would recommend 
to any one as the simplest and one of 
tbe best—if not the best. It is th is: If 
you aro troubled with lice, simply arm 
-yourself with an axe or hatchet, march 
to the woods and cut a nice, large 
cedar limb. On arrividg home nail the 
branch to the side of the poultry house 


- and closely note tho result 
If about 


to set one or more hens, the best thing 
in the world wonld be to go to' a plan- 
ing mill and get all the cedar chips you 
can carry.

In the best regulated statics cleanline* 
and an abundance of pure air, light an 
warmth alone can insure the health 
comfort and useful life of our farm 
stock. 


Agricultural Hotel and Hint*. 


It is more trouble to hatch eggs i 


early March, and eggs are also deare 
at this time. 
But it should be remom 


bored that it is these early pullets tha 
will make the best layers next winter i 
given good care. The later hatches d 
lot moult until cold weather comes 
and this chocks them at a time whei 
egg production is more profitable than 
at any other. 


It is important that grafts should b 


tut before warm weather has causei 
heir buds to start. 
If kept in the col 


ar, covered with dry sand, air will bi 
excluded, and they need not he set un 
il nearly the time for the tree to star 
nto leaf. Grape grafts, should, how 
ever, be set as early as the weather wil 
admit. If delayed until the sap begins 
o run it will drown them out. 


The peach and plum are nearl; 


jnough related to be budded or graf tc< 
on each other. The plum endures th< 
cold better than the peach, and the lat 
«r fruit grown on plum stalks can be 
much more easily protected than when 
;rown on its own. The head of a tree 
of bearing size may be enveloped by a 
covering to protect it from the winds 
while the hardier trunk remains ex- 


osed to the cold, 
Peas are hardy, and <Wt scarcely be 


got in the ground too soon, ^h j early 
rop roots more deeply, bears longer, 
ind is less subject to mildew than that 
ilanted later. It is no damage to peas 
f the surface freezes once or twice fil- 
er they are planted. 
This, however, 


loos not apply to the wrinkled sorts 
which are more likely to rot than the 
mooth varieties, and should therefore 
ie planted one or two weeks later.

With posts sot straight a barbei 
vire makes the best top rail that can bo 
csirod, and in this position it is no' 
langerous to stock.

Veil butter the interior of a plain, 
ound mould then cut twelve pieces of 
read tho size and thickness of a shill- 
ng, dip them in clarified butter, and 
ay them in a circle round the bottom 
f the mould. Gut, also, eight small 
iecesin the shape of diamonds, dip 
liem in butter, and with them form a 
tar in the centre of the circle; cover 
ie whole with a round piece of bread 
lie size of the bottom of the mould and 
lie thickness of a penny piece, cut 
bout thirty other pieces, an inch wide 
nd four inches in length, dip one af-

Alum is a substance 
cclared by the highest authorities to 
e hurtful. If the balance of this resi- 
uum in all the powders named it made 
P largely of alum, as it it known to be 
i some, the public would like to know 
. Another official test that shall go 
uite to the bottom of the matter seems 
o bo demanded.

objection to sty to 'you 


what I think of the recent fisher; treaty, 
provided I am allowed to discuu U lim- 
ply as a diplomatic transaction, with- 
out auy reference to it* effect on party 
prejudices. 
It deserves such a discussion, for this 


has been not only an important, but a 
very difficult negotiation. 


Unfortunately 
the treaty itielf is 


(and perhapH for its purpose hid to be) 
awkward and obscure. It really can- 
not be perfectly understood without 
reference to and knowledge of oharts 
describing the coaits and acts of do- 
mestic legislation regulating the Cana- 
dian and Newfoundland fisheries, re- 
quiring an amount of investigation 
which not one out of a hundred thou- 
sand people who will form an opinion 
will or can give. 
I will confine myself to the broad fea- 


tures of the treaty, and in trying to dp 
so I am very much aided by the Presi- 
dent's communication to the Senate. 
In his usual direct, clear, forcible man- 
ner he has stated the advantages which, 
in his opinion, the treaty gives to the 
United States, and which, therefore, 
justify him in recommending its ap- 
proval. 
After the examination of one impor- 


tant preliminary question I can then 
apply the President's own test and see 
whether the advantages he describes 
are really to be found in the treaty. 


THE NECESSITY: FOB A TBEA.TY. 


The preliminary question is, What 


are the conditions which are supposed 
to render any such treaty necessary at 
all?The issue which led to this negotia- 
tion is stated with entire precision in 
the treaty itself:— 
"Whereas differences have arisen con- 


cerning the interpretation of article 1 
of tho convention of October 18, 1818, 
the United States of America and Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, be- 
ing mutually desirous of removing all 
causes of misunderstanding thereto 
and of promoting friendly intercourse 
and good neighborhood between the 
United States and the possessions of 
Her Majesty in North America, have re- 
solved to conclude a treaty to that 
end." 
"These differences" had run through 


long years, growing regularly more irri- 
tating and more embarrassing. Efforts 
were made to solve them by temporary 
and friendly arrangements, and finally 
the United States consented to pay and 
did pay tho enormous amount of over 
ten millions— $5,500,000 in cash, and 
tho balance in remitted duties for 
twelve years' use of the privileges un- 
der this treaty of 1818. At the end of 
these twelve years we'found the worth 
of our amicable 'solution of these "dif- 
ferences." We had paid ten millions 
for the privilege of catching seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth of fish, and 
by our remission of duty on Canadian 
fiah we had built up a powerful, selfish 
and dangerous competitor against our 
own industry, the large development of 
which,' under our amicable solution. 
not even a Canadian fisherman will 
deny. 
Using our undeniable rights and ben- 


efitting very late by our experience, 


Lincoln West, "The temporary arrange- 
ment made between us on the 22d of 
June, 1885, whereby certain fishing op- 
erations on the respective coasts were 
not to be interfered with during the 
fishing season of 1885, notwithstanding 
the abrogation of the fishery articles or 
the Treaty of Washington, came to an 
end under its own expressed limitation 
on the 31st of December last, and the 
fisheries question is now understood to 
rest on existing treaties, precisely as 
though no fishery articles hnd been in- 
corporated in the Treaty of Washing- 
ton." March 23,' 1886. 


CANADA'S AGGRESSIVENESS. 


With this declaration "these differ- 


ences" soon expressed themselves vig- 
orously. Irritated and disappointed by 
tho termination of the enormous sub- 
sidy which wero paying to a foreign 
interest, the Canadian government in- 
itiated a succession of seizures which 
wo cannot be better or more justly de- 
scribed than in the spirited, resolute 
and patriotic language of Mr. Bayard 
himself. Addressing Sir Lionel West, 
he says, May 20,1888:— 
. 


"And Fshould fail in my duty if I 


did not endeavor to impress you with 
my sense of tho absolute and instant 
necessity that now exists for a restric- 
tion of the seizure of American vessels 
charged with violations of the treaty of 
1818 to the conditions announced by Sir 
Edward Thornton to this government 
in June, 1870." 
Again, May 29, 1886:—"Such pro- 


ceedings I conceive to be fragrantly 
violative of the reciprocal pommmercial 
privileges to which citizens of the 
United States are lawfully entitled 
under the statutes of Great Britain and 
the well defined and publicly proclaim- 
ed authority of both countries, besides 
being in respect of the existing conven- 
tions between the two countries an as- 
sumption of jurisdiction entirely un- 
warranted and which is wholly denied 
by the United States." 
'On June 7, 1886:—"I earnestly pro- 
test against this unwarranted withhold- 
ing of lawful commercial privileges 
from an American vessel and her own- 
ers, and for the loss and damage conse- 
quent thereon the government of Great 
Britain will be hold liable." 


On July 10, 188C:—"Against this 


treatment I .make instant and formal 
protest as sn unwarranted interpreta- 
tion and application of the treaty by 
the officers of the Dominion of Canada 
and the Province of Nova Scotia, as an 
infraction of the laws of commercial 
and maritime intercourse existing be- 
tween the two countries and as a viola- 
tion of hospitality, and for any loss or 
injury resulting therefrom the govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty (will be 
held liable." 
On July 30, 1886:—"There are fra- 


grant violations of treaty rights of their 
citizens for which the United States 
expect prompt remedial action by Her 
Majesty's government, arid I have to 
ask that such instructions be issued 
forthwith to the provincial officials of 
Newfoundland and of the Magdalen 
Islands as will cause the treaty .rights 
of the citizens of the United States to 
be respected." 
Brare words! 
They need not be 


multiplied, as-they can be from the 
records of the State Department, for 
there is language of Mr. .Bayard still 
more important to be considered. . 
; BEOfiETABY BiYABD's MISTAKES. 


I think that Mr. Bayard made* very 


grave mistake when he conducted hit 
correspondence with Sir Lionel West 
Slid consented to the temporary ati- 
rftnfrement for the summer of 1886. 
And » still graver mistake when ha 
recommended to the Senate the craation 
of a commission to negotiate a treaty 
upon the basis of that correspondence. 
I do not think that he had considered 
with sufficient care1 or knowledge the 
conditions which Sir Lionel West had 
with great skill involved in his propos- 
als. I do not think that Mr. Bayard

was fresk InoAu'wlthdittoand r»- 
spoulMllUM whkih, whatovw saay 
have bewi his ability or Senatorial *x- 
petituo*, were entirely new to him, aud 
th* qu*stion wan a very complicated 
one. No on* can censure him for aa 
eanest desire which 'he undoubtedly 
felt to nettle a very important question, 
nor for the honest belief which he un- 
doubtedly entertained that he could 
settle it ua broad and honorable princi- 
ples. He had not then realized all the 
difficulties of the question itself. 


But there was one advantage in the 


course he pursued. It gave him a full 
and fair opportunity to learn the opin- 
ion, the wishes and the determination 
of the country. 


The Senate, after the most thorough 


consideration, declined to accept the 
recommendation of a new negotiation, 
and Congress authorized the President 
to settle the difficulty by au entirely dif- 
ferent proceeding. 


THE AMERICAN POSITION. 


In that declaration the country, 


through Congress, assumed correctly 
certain facts, and drew correctly certain 
conclusions. It assumed— 


1. That in 1818 we were, by the gen. 


eral policy of Great Britain, labsolutely 
excluded from all her colonial ports in 
North America, and that, therefore, 
the admission of our fishing vessels in- 
to the Canadian ports were for the pur- 
pose of shelter, repairs, and the pur- 
chase of wood and water was a limited 
privilege, granted by article 1 of the 
convention of 1818, aud to be construct- 
ed by the literal language of the article. 


2. That independent and yet con- 


current action by the two governments 
evidenced on our part General Jack- 
son's proclamation in 1830 repealing 
the Navigation acts of 1818, 1830, aud 
1823 have created a reciprocal liberty 
of commerce between the United States 
and the colonial territories of Great 
Britain in America. And that as the 
consequence of this broarder and more 
generous reciprocal policy the limited 
privilege of the treaty of 1818 was 
merged into the wider reciprocity of 
1830, and in this connection nothing 
could be more apposite than Mr. Bay- 
ard's own words in his letter to Sir 
Lionel West, May 10,1880:— 


"I may recall to your attention the 


fact that a proposition to exclude, the 
vessels of the United States engaged in 
fishing from carrying also merchandise 
was made by tbe British negotiators of 
the treaty of 1818, but being resisted by 
tbe American negotiators, was aban- 
doned. This fact would seem clearly 
to indicate that the business of fishing 
did not then and does not now disqual- 
ify a vessel from trading in the* regular 
ports of entry." 


The consequence drawn by Congress 


was that If the reciprocal commercial 
rights resulting from these facts were 
denied us in Canadian ports there 
should be no further negotiation, but 
that the President should withdraw 
the rights and privileges offered to 
Canadian vessels in our ports. 


No better explanation of the princi- 


ples of this retaliatory policy can bo 
found than in the able despatch of Mr. 
Bayard to Sir Lionel West from which 
I have just quoted. 


A PUZZLE OF DIPLOMACY. 


Why this policy so entirely in con- 


formity with the feelings and convic- 
tions of the people was not executed 
and why another negotiation should 
have been attempted it is difficult to 
say. 


It is very evident from all the circum- 


stances, that tho Canadians resented 
the abrogation of free fish, and that 
they would use all their power of local 
annoyance to cripple and discomfort 
American fishermen in hopes of forcing 
a renewal of their privilege of a free 
market. It ought to have been equally 
evident that the temper of this country 
would not sanction the reopening of 
our market free to Canadian flfih. 
It 


docs seem impossible to sec where, 
with such contrary and positive inter- 
ests, there could bo any hope of a satis- 
factory compromise. But we could 
scarcely go into such a negotiation 
without tbe risk of'loss. If wo could 
not give free fish, we could give noth- 
ing to itiduce the British government 
to accept our construction of the treaty 
of 1818, modified by the arrangement of 
1830, and yet the government had as- 
serted that construction as the basis 
of Mr. Bayard's vigorous complaints 
and protests. If, thon, we failed to 
maintain our construction, we must 
lose tbe deplomatic battle, and we have 
lost it. 


There is not in this treaty an article, 


a phrase, a word, which recognizes our 
construction. It is absolutely rejected. 
The consequence is that this is a new 
treaty—not a construction of an old 
one. 
Whatever it may do for the fu- 


ture it eannot help the past, and thus 
tbe position taken by the country 
through Congress as to our reciprocal 
commercial rights and the protests of 
Mr. Bayard against those rights can 
find no support in any of its provisions, 
aud our claims for compensation must 
either be abandoned or we must begin 
over again the angry aud useless recla- 
mations of the last two or three years. 
It is, indeed, a very curious fact that, 
although the necessity for any treaty 
sprang from the violent, persistent and 
annoying seizures of the Canadian and 
Newfoundland authorities, there is not 
in the whole treaty a reference to these 
seizures, or a suggestion of any right 
to or any method of compensation. 


WHAT HAS AMB1UCA GAINED? 


And now with this general result of 


tho negotiation, what has been given 
us as compensation for the failure of 
our chief contention? 


Tlie President says:—The uninter- 


rupted navigation of the Straits of 
Canso is expressly aud for the first time 
affirmed." Who has ever denied it? 
And what further or other affirmation 
do we need thnn that it is the necessary 
means of communication, which as an 
independent nation we have used for a 
century, between tbe American waters, 
the right to navigate and fish in which 
is ours by the treaties of 1783 and 1818. 
Close the Strait of Causo? Why, an 
English statesman would as soon think 
of closing the Strait of Gibraltar or re- 
storing the strait dues at Elsinore. 
And even the serene munificence of Mr. 
Chamberlain, as he gave us article after 
article which contained words but no 
substance, must have been strained as 
he graciously granted ns this "conces- 
sion." 


Bht the President continues:—"The 


proposed delimitation of the lines of 
the exclusive'fisheries from the com- 
mon fisheries were to give certainty 
and security as to the area of their leg- 
itimate field; the headland theory of 
imaginary lines is abandoned by Great 
Britain, and the specification .in the 
treaty of certain named bays especially 
provided, glrei satisfaction to the in- 
habitants of the shores without sub- 
tracting materially from tho value or 
convenience of the fishery rights of 
America." ... . 
, 
•;••. . 
• 


Of course If the object of this negoti- 


ation was "to rive satisfaction to the 
inhabitants of We shores,"this is right, 
but even then it is a concession from 
us and not to us, for I find on turning 
to the treaty, article 4, those words:— 
."At or near the 'following hay«,the lim- 
its of exclusion under the article 1 of 
the convention of October, 1678, at 
point* mere than three marine mile* 
from low water mark shall be estab- 
lished by the following lines." 


U3CACCOCHTA.HT.E ORNER09ITT. 


Now the much abused convention of 


•lie* and what there wai in th* con- 
duct of Canada or England in th* eon- 
duet leading to this negotiation which 
should excite us to the generosity of 
extending the limiU of our own exclu- 
sion "to aatiaf jr th* inhabitant* of th* 
•bore*" must remain on* of the many 
mysteries of the inscrutable State De- 
partment. 
•P«J>*t'*CM 
The truth U that In all this negotia- 


tion Mr. Bayard Menu to have had 
very hazy notions as to our rights in 
the colonial waters of North America. 
The question between ui and Great 
Britain is not at all the same question 
which would arise between Spain 01 
Germany and Great Britain as to the 
navigation and use of these waters. Be- 
tween them there might'be questions 
of international law, the measure of a 
cannon shot from shore, and all the 
usual discussion of the text books. 
With us the question stands simpl 
thus:—By the treaty of peace of 178 
we established .three things forever— 
our independence, our boundaries and 
our right to use the colonial waters of 
North America, as we had used them 
as English subjects. And to-day where- 
over au English subject can sail a boat 
or drop a hue we have the right to do 
so, except, and only except, so far as 
we have limited that right by the treaty 
of 1818. By that treaty we consented 
to exclude ourselves from fishing with- 
in a line running three miles from tho 
coast and from nothing else. The right 
of navigation, the right of passage we 
never gavo up, nor even ;the right 01 
fishing to the extent of an inch beyonc 
that line. Great Britain knows it, anc 
the passage of the Strait of Canso mi 
the headland line theory are utterly 
inconsistent with the treaty of 1818 in 
its strictest construction aud it is noi 
serious diplomacy and it is not credita- 
ble to the character and intelligence of 
such men as the negotiators of this 
treaty to juggle with these questions in 
order to make a sham show of recipro- 
cal concessions. Whether this conces- 
sion (perfectly uncalled for and unnec- 
essary) does not subtract materially 
from tbe value or convenience of the 
fishery rights of America can only be 
decided with the charts before you. 
But from such examination as I have 
been able to make I have no doubt that 
It will only multiply causes of com- 
plaint. (See case schooner Washing- 
ton in report of Commission of Claims 
under convention of 1853, page 170.) 


THE OPEN SEA FISHERIES. 


The President's communication says 


further:—"Especially satisfactory do 1 
believe the proposed arrangement will 
be found by those of our citizens who 
are engaged in tho open sea fisheries 
adjacent to tbe Canadian ports and re- 
sorting to those ports and harbors un- 
der treaty provisions and rules of in- 
ternational law." 


I cannot iiud any such-provision in 


the treaty. I find, indeed, Article XI., 
and I find it gives to United States fish- 
ing vessels certain privileges of ship- 
ping crews, purchasing supplies aud 
sranshipment of cargo, but before I 
liave time to be astonished at this lib- 
erality I find that to enjoy these privi- 
leges tho United States vessel must be 


shattered ship with a damaged cargo. 


She must enter "under stress of weath- 
er or other casualty" and "such un- 
loading, transhipment or sale" must be 
"made necessary as incidental to re- 
pairs." In other words, she must stay 
long enough to spend money in Cana- 
dian ports for such repairs. She may 
buy ordinary supplies "for the home- 
ward voyage," but not enough to re- 
turn to tho fishing grounds, "and in 
case of death or sickness shall bp al- 
lowed all needed facilities," that is to 
foe a doctor or local undertaker. Are 
these concessions of commercial privi- 
leges? If so, wo can get the same from 
the old barbarian wreckers of thoFor- 
mosan coast. If, indeed, this article 
gave us the right of transhipment with- 
out these illiberal limitations, tho Pres- 
ident would be right and Mr. Bayard 
would have achieved a triumph of 
which ho might be proud, but no such 
triumph is recorded iu the treaty. 


There are other articles which offer 


tho same apparent but unsubstantial 
concession. 
For example, the right 


[given to tbe defence (that is, to the 
American fisherman) to select his place 
of trial for any alleged violation of 
local law. With the organization and 
jurisdiction of tho colonial Admiralty 
courts it will bo found that any such 
provision is pure illusion in saving 
either time or expense. But there is 
one broad, vital objection to all these 
articles. That is, that in spite of their 
apparently precise language they all 
recognize the subjection of treaty rights 
and privileges to the limitation of local 
laws, It is the same contention which 
Mr. Bvarts so firmly and so successful- 
ly defeated in the Fortune Bay case. 


But I must be wearying you. You 


will find all the provisions of the same 
sort. They dp not mean anything, and 
I cannot easily believe that they are 
intended to mean anything. The simple 
trouble seems to be this:—This nego- 
tiation was opened with the belief on 
both sides that commercial privileges 
in tbe colonial ports could be exchang- 
ed for a free fish market in the United 
States. When this proved to be impos- 
sible, all that wiis left for the diplo- 
matic congress was to dissolve with de- 
cency, aud not break up by a general 
"scatteration." Tho concluding arti- 
cles of the treaty and tbe still more ex- 
traordinary protocol was only a diplo- 
matic way of showing that the nego- 
tiators had not deceived each other. 


And in justice to them all it must be 


admitted that their performance was a 
most highly finished specimen of the 
ability and ingenuity of that branch of 
tho public service which Dickens so ad- 
mirably described as "The how not to 
do it oiiice."
